Chairman Dingley reported the
war revenue bill to the House and
gave notice that the bill would be
called up tomorrow, general debate
to continue until Thursday, the bill
to be considered Friday for amend-
ment under the five-minute rule until
4 o'clock, when a vote should be
taken.

The State Department has sent all
foreign nations notice of Congress’
declaration that war has existed since
April 21. This was done to save
our rights.

Most governors have made prompt
and gratifving responses to the call
for volunteers.

Secretary Long authorized an em-
phatic denial of reports current that
advices had been received that Mor-
ro Castle had fired on the fleet, and
that it had replied.

The President nominated Wm. R.
Day to be Secretary of State and
Jolm B. Moore to be assistant secre-
tary. Secretary Day was confirmed.

J Honed by recent practice, it has already
been announced that the policy of this
government will not be to resort to priva-
teéering, but to adhere to the rules of the
declarction of Paris:

Now, therefore, I, Willlam McKinley,
President of the United States of America,
by virtue of the power vested in me by the
action and the laws, do hereby declare and
procialm:

First. The neutral flag covers enemy's

goods with the exception of contraband of
war.

Second. Nautral goods not contraband of
war arz not liable to confiscation under the
egmy's flag.

Third. Blockades In order to be binding
must be effective.

Fourth. Spanish merchant vesseis in any
ports or places within the United Statas
shall be allowed until May 21, I8, Inclu-
sive, for loading their cargoes and depart-
ing from such ports or places; and such
Spanish merchant vessels if met at sea hy
any United States ships shall be permitted
to continu: their voyage, If on examina-
tion of

their papers It shall appear
that their cargoes were taken on
board before the expiration of the

abuve term, provided, that nothing herein
contained shall apply to Spanish vess:ls
having on board any officers in the military
or naval service of the enemy, or any coal
{excepl such as may be necessary for thelr
voyage) or any other articl> prohibited or
ccntraband of war, or any dispatch of or
to the Spanish government.

Fifth. Any Sperish merchant vessel
which pricr to April 21, 1808, shall have
salled from any foreign port bound for any
port or place in the United States shall be
permitted to enter such port or place, and
to discharge her cargo and afterward
forthwith to depart without molestation:
and any such vessel If met at sea by any
United States ship shall be permitted to
continue her voyage 1o any port not
blockaded.

Sixth. The right of search is to be exer-
cised with striet regard for the right of
neutrals, and the voyages of mail steamers
are not to be interfered with except on the
clearest grounds of susplcion of a violation
of law In respect of contraband or block-
ade.

The President’s Visitors.

President McKinley had many visitors
this merning before the time for the cabi-
met meeting. Nearly all of them are in-

terested in securing places or promotions
in the army or navy for constituents.

Senators Quay, Penrose, Pritchard, Lind-
gay, Gear Falrbanks, Spooner, Represen-
attves Jenkins and Grosvenor, Lieutenant
General Schofield, and ex-Govenor Oates of
Alabama, wera amonz the callers.

Prof. Moore, the new first assistant sec-
retary of state, called as the cabinet was
assembling. He had a long tulk with the

President. There is much satisfaction at
his selzction.
Wayne MscVeagh, ex-ambassador to

Ituly, was a visitor. He has been at the
White House frequently since the begin-
ning ‘of the trouble with Spain.

Ex-Sccretary John W. Foster was with
the President a short time.

The visit of ex-Governor Oates was to
urge the appointment of General Wheeler
of Alabama as a major general of volun-
teers. This appointment is being urged
from all parts of the country. Senator
Davis of Minnesota has indorsed the sug-
gestion, saying that he krows of General
Wheeler's ability, having been chased over
several southern states during the war, by
the noted Alabumian.

Riscusxing Coast Defensen.

General John M. Wilson, chief of engin-
eers of the United States army, went Lo
the White House thiz morning with a num-
ber of important maps and papers in his
possassion. He was present during a great-
er part of the cabinet session and was un-
doubtedly consuited regarding the coasl
defenses throughoui the ccuntry. It is
generzlly believed that his presence at the
White House was exceedingly signlficant.

The elick of telegraph instruments at the
White House never ceases now and makes
merry music when everything is still. Hun-
dreds of messages go across the White
House wires daily. All the newspaper dis-
patches are sent to the President, in addi-
ticn to the numerous ofiicial dispatches.

The Cnhinel Meeting.

The two hours' session of the cabinet to-
day did not reach any agreement changing
in any way the movements of the army
and navy heretefore agreed upon. Every-
thing Is said to be proceeding to the satis-
facticn of the President and cabinet.

The cabinet discussed numerous rmatters
in connectlon with the pending situation.
Secr>tary Sherman was present for the last
time. Hie resignation was acceptzd at the
close of the meeting, and the venerahle and
much-beloved statesman bade good-bye to
th: President and his fa2llow-officials.

The farewell was affecting cnd historical.
As he was leaving the White House he
crn plied with a number of requests for
his autograph.

The HBuenan Ventura's Case.

The seizure of Spanish ships by the Key
West fleet was informally discussed by the
czbinet. It ia said that there is not unanim-
ity among the administration officials as
to the case of thé Bucna Ventura, but it
i1z felt that no orders can be given from
here regarding that ship er any of the
other vessels which were captured.

The prize court will settie all these cases,
amd the government here wiil have to
atide by the dccision of the court. Attor-
ney Gemeral Griggs will represent hoth
the government and the captors through
the distriet attorney of the southern dis-
trict of IFlerida, who Is now engaged in the
preparation of the papers.

Report of Engngement Denled.

Cabinet oificials denled the rumers of an
engagement between the fleet and the bat-
teries of Morro Castle. No news intimat-
Ing this was -eceived during the day by
Secretary Long, who reported that every-
thing stands ag ordered several days ago.

It was authoritatively stated that the
government has received no official news of
the sailing of the Spunish fleet from the
Cape Verde Islands. It is said that the
government is keeping a close eye on this
fleet.

The run of the Minneapolis and Columbia
to the New England coast is declared to
have had no particular purpose in view, ex-
cept to give the people along the coast an
ldea of how quickly they can b2 protected
in case of the approach of the enemy. The
quick run of the two eplendid cruisers was
gratifying to the officials.

The reports that a Spanish fleet s head-
ing this way gave no alarm to the FPresi-
dent and cabinet, who feel sure that the
coast is well protected at every point by
fortifications and mines. General John M.
Wilson, chisf of englneers, increased this
assurance today by showing the assembled
cabinet officials just how everything stands,

War Revenue.

Thera was some discussion as (o the
question of war revernue measures, but it
weas purely informal, pending action by
Congro3sa. Becretary Gage, who always
keeps the cabinet posted as to financial at-
fairs, 's iIn New York, and was absent from
the mezting.

Becretary Day will take his seat at the
cabinet table Friday, if he is not detained
at Canton. He has been present at nearly
every cabincet session for weeks, but did
not participate in the dellberations except
to unfold the progreéss of affairs, when
called upon to do so, and to order the
carrying out of such mautters as were
agreed upon.

SPAIN WILL PLAY BADGER.

To Walt for nn Aggressive Warfare
Erom Us.

MADRID, April 26.—The general public
here is in complete ignorance regarding the
Spanish war movements. The newspapers
make no mention of them, while fully re-
cording the tactics of the United Btates
fleet.

Judging from the available advices, Bpaln
appears to have the tactics of the badger.
The Liberal says: “We are Inside our
house, Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philip-
pine Islands, and Inside we will remain
until you come and drive us out in fulfill-
ment of your arrogant boast.”

It is generally believed that in conso-
nan~e with this policy the Spanish fleet,
unless compelled to fight, will avold en-
gagements, and the fastest ships will be
employed to destroy the commerce of the
United States. ‘

The newspapers today reflect general sat-
isfaction at the unanimity of the support
given the government in the cortes yester-
day.

A bill to indemnify the government for
granting autonomy to Cuba, which was not
authorized by the cortes, is expected to
puss by acclamation today, unless the Reb-

Blockading Fleet Continues to Prey
on Spain’s Commercs,

BIG LINER PANAMA CAPTURED

Mangrove, With Two Six-Pounders,
Gets the Big Prize.

NEWPORT GETS OTHER TWO

KEY WIEST, Fla., April 28 —The big
Spanish steamship Paunama of the Ceballos
line, which left New Yurk April 20, for
Havana, with a number of Spanish refu-
gees on board and a very valuable cargo,
including, it is understood, stures for the
Spanish army, was captured last evening
about twenty miles from Havana, by the
little lighthouse tender Mangrove, now be-
longing to the Mosquito fleet. The Man-
grove mounts two slx-pounders and four
.38 revolvers. Ehe is commanded by Lieut.
Commander Everett and has a crew of
thirteen men.

The Panama is of about 2,200 tons, and
a very ricl. prize.

The Unlted States gunboat Newport,
Capt. B. F. Tilley, has brought in the
Spanish sleep Paquete and the Spanish
schooner Pireto, Cuban coasting wvesscls,
which she captured off Havana this morn-
ing.

When the Mangrove sighted the Panama
she run up to her and fired a gun across
her bows. The liner did not take the hint
and a second shot waz fired, after which
the Panama slowed down a little. A thirl
shot was fired across the bows of the Pan-
ama, at a hundred yards, and the de:x
officer of the Spanish vees:l was hailed an.d
notified that if he did not “heave to” a =hot
would be sen through his wvessel. This
notification caused the Panama to be
brought to.

Ensign Dayton then boarded the Spanlsh
steamer and tock possession of her.

The battle ship Indiana then steamed up
and Commander Everett notified Captain
Tavlor of the Indiana that he had cap-
tured the Panaina and borrowed a prize
erew from the battle ship, consisting of
cadet Falconer and fifteen marines. The
Mangrove was then cordered to report Lo
the fingship and Rear Admiral Sampson
told Commuander Evercit to take his prize
into K=y West.

The Panema s understood to have thirty-
nine passengers on board. As she rounded
to afier the little Mangrove overhauled
her, Comn:.ander Everett knowing the Pan-
ama was an auxiliary cruiser, expected to
be fired upon. It is not yet known whetlier
the Panama had guns on board.

A DARING EXPLOIT

Licut. Fremont’s Landing of Marines
in Cuba.

IMPORTANT INFORMATION GAINED

Uncertainty as to the Course of the
Spanish Navy.
OUR SHIPS ON LOOKOUT

The dectalls of Lieut. Fremont's daring
exploil with the torpedo hoat Porter have
been rezeived by an offleial who visited the
White House today. The story printed In
the morning’s papers was censored by the
government's agents at Key West, and all
the facts did not come out. ILieut. Fre-
mont ran his boat In under the guns of the
‘Matanzas batteries and landed a company
of marines in Cuba. The pilot who guided
the Porier was the same man who Sue-
ceeded in landing so many filibusterin® ex-
peditions in° Cuba. The point selected for
the laading was the same one at which the
War Department intends to land its first
force of 5,000 infantry, cavalry and ar:il-
lery. The pilot, ¢n reaching shore, was in-
trusted with dispatches to deliver io Gen.
Gomez acquainting him with the plans of
the approaching expedition and directing
him to hold his forces in readiness o co-
operaie whh those of the Unlted States.
Capt. Bampson has characterized the cxpe-
dition of Licut. Fremont as “a daring ex-
ploit.”

Aews at the Denartment.

The Navy Department also, it is under-
stood, has received dispatches re'ating to
the landing of Lieutemant Fremont from
the torpedo beat Porter for a short time
in Cuba with relation to the landing of
munitions of war and supplies for the ca-
tablishment of the base of supplles. It
i{s known that the informalion secured by
Lieutenant Premont is ol great aportance,
but whether it shows the plans for a
Junction with Gomez' army have been sue-
cegafully managed or not is not disclosed.
It is belicved, however, that the informz-
tion was ratisfaclory. It is problematical
as to how maay trecops Gomez can assermn-
ble, and upon that depernds largely the inm-
mediate operations in Cuba. It is not tha
Intention of the President to begin a for-
midable invasion of Cuba unill after there
kas been a test of streagth between the
Amarican and the Spanish fects, or unti!
it has been establisned that Spain docs not
intend to send hier fleet to American waters.

Plan Unchaaged.

It Is believed that the infcrmation secur-
ed by Lieulenant Fremont was not of a
character to change in any way the plan of
landing five thousand troops somewhere on
the coast of Cuba to establish a base of
suppHes. On the contrary, it is supposzed
that a thorsugh understanding has been
arrived at with the commander of the Cn-
ban forces with respect to the establish-
ment of the base of supplies. The Amerl-
can trocps landed in Cuba will not be there
for any aggressive movement, but will be
strong enough to maintain themselves in
the position which they will occupy. The
autherities on which the administration
relies chiefly for advice with respect to
operations on the island regard a force of
five thousand men as ample for this pur-
jo=e, and this force wiil carry munitions
of war and provisions for a large army, so
that if Gomez' army should fail to make a
junction with them and Sampson's fleet
should be called away from biockade duty
to meet the Spanish fleet on the high seas
the force would be strong enough to de-
fend itsell ageinst attack, and would be so
well provisioned as not to suffer from belng
cut off frem communication, even for a
long time. If the plans work out satis-
factorily and Gomez can provide a suffi-
cient force the Cuban army will be weli
supplied and equipped for such aggressive
movements as may be déemed advisable
for them to make.

OGbjecilons to a Large Invasion Foree,

There are some authoriiies here who urge
viry swrongly the immediate Invaslon of
Cuba by a large force, but serious objec-
ticns arc raised to this, and it is not con-
templatzd In ihe present plans. The plan
of invasion, in fact, has not yei been defi-
nitely decided upon, and the President is
slill in consultation with the Secretary of
War, Gen. Miles and Gen. Schofiell on the
subject. Th=2 reason that the President and
Secretary of War do no' iniend aa invasion
at thls time by a large army, in addition
to the danger from disease, is that If the
two Spanish fleets, that at St. Vincent,
Cape Verde, and the Cadiz tleet, should join
and proczed at once to attack any of our
piris or to give battle to our flee*s, it might
result In cutting our army in Cuba off from
communication for a time and subjecting it
to practically a blockade Ia Cuba, such =2s
Havana is now undergoing. 1f by any mis-
chauce our fleet should suffer reverses, a
large army in Cuba wouid be placed at
great disadvantagz. It is regarded as desir-
able, therefore, that milltary cperations in
Cuba should be confided chiefly to Gomez's
focrees until the naval operations have led
to scme definite result.

Uncertainiy of Spanish Kavy.

The d:partment here, it Is said, is Jeft
largely to surmise for a conclusion as to
the course which will be pursued by the
Spanish navy. It is regarded as definitely
settied that the Spanish fleet at St. Vincent,
Cape Verdz2 Islands, will not remain there,
and that the Cadiz fleet is on Its way either
to form a junction with the Bt. Vircent
fleet at the Canaries or on an Independent
expedition to our northern coast.

Our own vesscls have been so distribuled
&8s to meet either of these movements. If
the two Spanish fleets are joined In an ag-
gressive movemert they can be met, it is
said, by the Hampton Roads fleet and &
large part of Sampson's fleet at any point
toward which their movements are direct-
ed. A small part of Sampson's fleet coull
maintain the blockade now established In
Cuba, if the entire Spanish fleet were be-
ing engaged by our fleet, so that they could
not attack.the blockade. The interpreta-

Nelther Bchley's fleet nor Bampson's fleet
alone might be strong enough to warrant
thelr enzagire the combined Cadis and 8:,
Vincent fleel. Dut thotild this eombined
fleet appear both our fleets would probabis
be able to guickly unite in an attask vwpen
them without relieving the blockals of
Havana or Matanzas, and the belief is that
the unlied foree of Behley and Sampzon
could sweep the united Bpanich fleet trom
the oesan.
Anxioun for a Naval Rattle.

If it is net the intention of Ecaln to send
her noval feree azalnet ue, it is expacted
that the war wil! continue forf tome time
witheut any very freat amotint of military
aetivity en the bart of this government.
Our navy is ankious to meet the Bpanish
fleet, and to make the first battle a naval
battle. If the blockade of Havana is von-
tinued for some time, and the military
operations on the ieland are eonfided to
the Cubane, Bpain will be compelled to
attempt the reiief of Elanco by the use of
her navy, thereby having to brave a naval
engagement In American waters. Where-
&g, If Havana should fall epeedily and the
entlre island Le eaprured by £n invasion,
Blanco having to capitulate, 8pain would
not then be tnder the pressing neceseity
of sending her warships here, but could
engnge in retallatory operations, making
predatory expediticns with her feet and
keeping ap the war for a long time at long
range. It I8 only within a day or two, it
Is mald, that the department has felt it
to be prabable that the Spanish fleet would
be ordered to Americsn waters, but it is
‘Teallzed now that under the plan of cam-
prign we have sdopted the Spanish navy
vannot be kept [dly In port, while Elanco
and his army are being subjected to the
lingering starvation of a blockade, without
the power to etrike a blow at our fleet in
self-defense. Bpalin, with her warships at
8% Vincent z2nd Cadiz and her army help-
lessly blockaded in Cuba, would be in an
fipessitle position, and could not cont'nue
her navy in an attitede of inaction.

WAR LEGISLATION.

Measures Intended to Facellitate the
Carrying en of Hontillties,
Senator McMillan today introduced a bill
intended to reconcile the naval miiitia of
the various states to the national service.
The bill provides for their service ss or-
ganizations In the same lines as the land
militia will be utilized under the bill which
recently became a law. The bill is as fol-

lows:

“That the naval militia of the states
when called into the service of the United
States shall be organized under and shall
be subject io the laws, orders and regula-
ticns governing the United States navy,
provided that when members of the naval
militia of any state shall enlist in the
United Stntes navy as a body, as such
naval militia, the officers In service with
the organization thus enlisting shall be
aprointed by the governors of the states
and shall when so appointed be cofficers of
ccrrespondl-ig grades in the same organi-
zation when it sha'l have been received
into the strvice of the United States as a
part of the volunteer navy."

Secretary Alger has recommended to Con-
gress tha removal of the restriction of the
number of hospital stewards of the army
hospital corps to 100, in view of additionxl
stewards needed In the field and increased
military posts.

them when such frocps will be ready for
muster into the Mnited Siates servios, Mo
of the executives have replied o Searetary
Alger's @ispatech and thefr snewers pener-
elly are very satisfactery, indicating the
time when the state troops will he ready
for inuster Into service of the Unitad States
Bovernment,

Hardly had the last telegram o the Eov-
ernors been gent last night hefore & dls-
paich eame from Governor Hastings of
Pennsylvania, which saild that the rean
called for weve ready and equipped for
Guty. He was the first of the Eovernors e
respond, but the others came fn quick sug-
cesslcn during the night and this morning.
The officlals in Adjt. Gen. Clothin's office,
under whose direction the arrangement of
all the details incldental to the ralsing of
the volunteer army come, were very busy
2ll the morning. In 244ition to the many
telegramms of inquiry, a large number of
congressmen and cthers were on hand
making inquiries and ruggestions bhearing
on the allotment of the varions states.

An Idemtical Note.

Becretary Alger has followsd up his tele-
grams of noiification to the governors of
the siates sent yesterday with a letter ztv-
ing more detalled Informaticn respecting
the troops thet are to be ralsed. The See-
retary relterates the sentiments heretofare
expressed that as far as practicable the
Natlonal Guard should be given preference
in the recruiting of regiments, battations,
&c. The Becretary's letter to the EGvern-
ors, which, except in siating the number of
volunteers wanted from the states and the
place of rendezvous, is identical in each
case, 1s as follows:

“To the Governor of —_

“Blr:—Under the act of Congress ‘to pro-
vide for temporarily Increasing the mili-

Ty establishment of the United States in
time of war, and for other purposes’ wp-
proved April 22 1825 and calling for 125000
volunteers, by direction of the FPresident
I have the honor to request from your state
& quota of volunteers as follows: .....__.____
to serve In the arms of service designated
for a period of two years, unless sooner
discharged. Attuched will be found a state-
ment showing the organization for artli-
lery, cavalry and infantry.

“Please cause the adjutant genersal of the
army to be informed of the time your
quota will be at its rendezvous, as it will
be met as scon as practicable thereafier by
an officer to muster it into the service and
pay of the Unlted States. The mustering
officer will be instructed to receive no man,
under the rank of commissiored officer, who
is in years over forty-five or under elghteen
or whe is not in physical strength and
vigor. As gcon us mustered into the United
States service it ie the intention that Lroops
from your state ghall be assembisd with
others for instruction and service urder the
directlon of the major general commanding
of the army, at ssme point or points te be
designaled hereafter. It is desired, for ra-
sons stated In telegra.. of this date, that,
as far as practicable, the Na‘ional Guard
be given preference.

“The reudegzvous for your state will be
If for any cause it i found
necessary to change the point of concentra-
tion your recommendation is requested.

“Bands may be organized frem  the
strength of the regimeants as in the regular
army, viz: See paragraph 245, Army Regu-
lations, 1805

Engincers to Volunteer.

Exp=cting that the governors of the
states will be prompt in getting the volun-
tecrs concentrated at the assembLng polnts
the War Department officials have already
preparec a list of officers who will be sent
to the various stales to mustsr the nen
inte the service ef the United Stat-s.
When this is aceomplished they wlil be
under direct control of the fediral govera-
ment and will be subject to the Jdi=cipline
and requirements of the army. The tele
gram from the governers of the states in
reply to fecretery Alger's telegram cf yes-
tenday indicates that the patriotis:n of the
citiser-soldlery is at its helgh:, There is
everywhere an cagerness to serve (he
United States government in its present
emergency. The officials decline to make
public the text of these telegrams at tlis
time, saying that they coutain much of
detail that i= of nc popular interest. The
Cispaiches also comigin information bear-
ing on the requirements of the militia as
regpects  equipments, ammuniticn, arms,
blenkets, tents, &c., and it Is suggested
that the best interssts of the country would
not be subserved by making them public.

Some oppositicn Las &risen on the part
of several of the elates to the locution of
the assembling peints selected b § cretary
Alger. The War Depariment ofiicials say
the selections were made with a view to
satisfying all persens interested, cud in
‘most cases the regular camping grounds of
the National Guanis were selecied,
